The Younger Churches 


Bishop Giertz declared that the younger churches of to- 
day are in almost the same position as the church in the age 
of the Apostles—‘“a period of breaking through and build- 
ing up, and everything had to be arranged, from the ground 


up. 


“But even the older churches are in a period of fateful 
transition,” he said. “It would be a mistake to believe that 
the Apostles have given a final answer to all the problems 
of the Church, or an authoritative answer to all the practical 
problems that may arise. Such is the position of a false 
biblicism which Luther and the Reformers rejected. 


“This is clear from the fact that we Lutherans have never 
looked on the rules which the Apostle Paul gave for a series 
of particular problems as binding on us.” 


Outward Methods Never Finished

This letter, dated May 2, 1957, from the Waldorf Astoria 
Towers in New York, states: 


‘Dear Dr. Hurley: 

“T have long been Savinced that the failure of our great 
foundations to develop and support adequately the some : 
fifty odd small non-accredited colleges is the greatest gap 
in their otherwise great contributions to American educa- 
tion. 

“These are colleges close to the ee They have serv 
our people for long years through dedicated and self-deny- — 
ing teachers. Their intimate relations with the students 
enable them to do a better job in character building th 
our great institutions with their high attendance. 2 

“Their students come from those unable to meet the chee 
of the larger institutions. They represent an already i 
vested capital of $65 million, and they are provi f 
about 25,000 students. 

“We are short of higher educational facilities in eve 
state for enlargement of mind and professional training 
and students are being turned away every autumn. k 

“To put these small colleges on their feet would probably 
cost less than $75,000,000 which is probably not 10 ver cen 
of the annual gifts to our larger institutions. 

“You have my best wishes for success in the Council's ; 
efforts.
